SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Spank is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The publication Spank was attached as a "give-away" to the magazine SuperBike 
Magazine May 2003 (OFLC No. 300926). 

The video recording consists of a short feature containing images of motorbike 
crashes, interspersed with some very brief images of women parading in bikinis. The 
depictions of motorbikes colliding with each other, or other objects, at high speed are 
matters of violence, clearly in the context of a sporting activity. The brief images of 
women involve very mildly sexualised behaviour, accentuated by the camera. While 
this content is more suitable for a mature audience an age restriction is not required 
given that the publication is unlikely to be injurious to viewers.
